D.P.U. PLATES 
REQUIRED ON TRUCKS 


(Continued from Page One) 


Although the DPU spokesman 
didn’t believe there would be any 
great problem for local truck 
owners, he advised that they will 
have to ask for a public hearing in 


order to establish rates for their ' 


trucks. These are based on 


capacity of the vehicles and any | 


other information furnished at the 
hearing by the owners. Once 
established, the rates can not be 
altered by the owners to meet any 
specific job requirement. This 
would result in the town having to 
pay more for the trucks used for 
hauling. But it will not interfere 
with hiring the trucks for snow 
plowing, which the state does not 
consider to be transportation, 
Hauling snow, sand, and sanding 
roads comes under the transporta- 
tion heading, however, and a 
license would be needed for this. 

Until the law was enacted this 
Summer, persons who owned one 
truck were exempted from the state 
control altogether. This gave the 
town a chance to hire trucks for 
whatever rate seemed fair. The 
town called for prices on the use 
of trucks at the start of the year, 
as a means of establishing this 
rate. 

Under the new law, the price 
will be fixed at whatever rate 
satisfies the DPU after the public 
hearing.

By this time, most taxpayers must have read about the 
scandalous financial conduct, exposed by the annual state 
audit of the state Department of Public Works. That audit 
revealed shocking conditions, such as paying premium 
winter rates for work done in the summer; errors in addi-

tion in favor of the contractors; paying for a hurry-up job 
that was slowed down; and similar errors that all in licate 
sloppy administration of the department. 

When the audit was made public by the state-elected 
auditor, considerable speculation immediately followed 
to why he would thus expose fellow Democrats. Mr. Buck- 
ley, it was immediately alleged, must have some hidden 
motive. Otherwise, it was speculated, why would an 
elected Democrat thus bare the secrets of a department 
run by other Democrats.
